1641 Martel avenue this morning, 
He had returned only a few days ago 
from New York, where he had com-, 
pleted arrangements for the. produc- 
tion next season of one of his oper- 
ettes,; “The Hungarian Rhapsody,” 
for he had written both the score and 


libretto.

Plans for the production of another 
of his works, “The Squaw Girl,” in 


Los Angeles this fall were also prac- 
tically completed. 

The young composer, considered 
one of the most promising of the 
musical generation, was born in Gray- 
ling, Mich., and’ was educated: at 
Notre Dame and the University of 
Michigan. His early aptitude for 
music made it inevitable that he 
should become a leader in theatrical 
affairs at school, and he composed 
the first of the operettas given by 
the students of the Michigan univer- 
sity. 

He came to Los Angeles in 1916, 
but left here after a year to study 
abroad.

Shall we expect individuals 
to pay the costs, or shall the expense 
be shared equally in accordance with 
the wealth of the property owners? 
. Or shall the hospital management 
meet the. patients at the door and ask 
“Have you the money with which to 
pay your bill?” Or-shall the hospital 
close its doors? 

It is for the supervisors to decide 
the question as to whether or not 
the tax. payers are going to assume 
n part of the burden of keeping the 
‘hospital in Grayling. In the first 
place the members of the Board 
should determine whether or not the 
hospital, iy a’ needed institution, and 
it does seem that there should be no 


‘question as to itg great importance |. 


to the people of this county. We 
have heard opinions expressed that 
the hospital is very much needed, 
and that it would be better that any 
other institution except. the school be 
lost rather than the hospital. 
_ Let's look at this matter in a sen- 
sible way. Hundreds can testify to 
the need: of a hospital here.. We al- 
ready have an exceptionally good one 
of which any community may justly 
be envious. It means protection to 
.the people. It means life und health. 
It is life insurance for those of us 
“who reside here; it means protection 
‘for those who have summer homes 
- dn ‘this county. There are people

to support the hospital.’ While there 


‘yseems to be some opposition to the 


appropriation, especially, we. under- 
stand, in. Frederic, we- believe it 
should be passed. It means keeping 
Mercy hospital here or no. hospital at 
all. We hope there will be unanimous 
favor for it.on the Board of Super- 
visors. 

Grayling ins a Federal flying field, 
that means much to this community. 
The army regulations demand, that 


flying fields be located not more’ than 
three miles from a hospital.

Philippine Product Made 
With Cheap. Labor and 
Duty. Free Called -

Chicago.—Rising flood of Philippine 
sugar entering the United. States duty 
free. hag confronted the domestic 
sugar industry with the gravest eco- 
nomie crisis in years, according to W.

be delayed too long, if wood has be- |:
